Disabilities 
don’t knock 
down Valerie 

21 -year-old helps others 
with challenges bowl

TWIN FALLS -In a third-grade vocab- 
ulary class, a teacher tried to explain to 
young Valerie Barker what "handi- 
capped" meant. 

"Not a problem, you just have to try 
harder,” Barker recalls. 

That statement could be Barker’s 
motto. She lets nothing slow her down. 

“That is because she doesn't believe 
she has a disability,” said her mother, 
Polly Barker. 

Valerie Barker was born with a severe 
orthopedic problem that has required 16 
surgeries. She also has kidney problems and 
a hearing impairment, Polly Barker said 
“Her feet and ankles were not proper- 
ly developed and her bones were not 
even calcified when she was born.” 

Health difficulties have not stopped 
Valerie from helping two wheelchair users 
to bowl each Monday for the past two 
years, said Mary Hammett, president of 
Friends in Recreational Opportunities 
Group (FROG). 

“Some weeks there are seven or eight 
people bowling, and she is just one of 
several volunteers,” Hammett said. 

“We have enough, ramps for two 
wheelchair bowlers in each of the three 
lanes, so she is kept busy."

BOISE (AP) — Lawmakers still 
have scores of bills to dispose of 
before their adjournment Tuesday 
or Wednesday. But even before the 
final gavel bangs, Idaho’s Indian 
tribes appear to be the big winner 
of the 1997 session. 

And reflecting what possibly may 
be a hall mark of the session, it was 
- not for what the tribes got from law- 
makers but for what they headed off. 

Gov. Phil Batt threw down the 
gauntlet 10 weeks ago when he said 
there were widespread and growing 
violations of state gambling laws the 
federal government had been timid 
about addressing. He called on law- 
makers to further clarify exactly what 
is illegal under Idaho's lottery law. 

It seemed unlikely then that the 
nation’s most Republican 
Legislature would not respond. And 
after a month of research, GOP Sen 
Laird Noli of Kimberly introduced a 
bill specifically outlawing the video 
and interactive games that Batt and 
others believe are illegal but that 
have expanded reservation bingo 
' parlors into lucrative o;x.Tatioris. _ ' 

The tribes and the state have 
been in and out of court for years 
over exactly what is allowed under 
the state's laws with most of the 
decisions going to the state.

While it would still be up to the 
federal government to enforce an 
even more specific law than the 
stale currently has, Noh and others 
believed it would further strength- 
en the state's legal position against 
the electronic machines they feel 
merely sets the stage for further 
gambling expansion in Idaho. 

With millions of dollars in profits 
and hundreds of jobs at stake, the 
tribes launched a slick television 
advertising campaign that under- 
scored the benefits gambling had 
brought to their economically 
depressed reservations. 

And they hired four of the top lob- 
byiszs in the Capitol to protect their 
interests. Same have estimated they 
put as -much as $500,000 into their 
counterattack, and they got their 
money’s worth. But the effort was 
greatly helped by the very man who 
had mobilized the tribes’ opponents. 

Just two weeks after Noh’s bill 
was introduced, Batt began stray- 
ing from the firmness of his State

most people want that benefit to con- 
tinue and that maybe a way could be 
found to make the machines legal 
without opening up the possibility of 
funher gambling expansion. 

It pulled the rug out from under 
Noh and essentially left lawmakers 
■ — normally out to avoid direct con- 
frontations with any interest group 
— as free agents on the issue. Key 
legislators repeatedly asked for his 
stand on specifics, only to come 
away still unclear. 

Their problem was compounded 
by the fact that they had nothing to 
offer the tribes as an economic 
replacement for the casino activity 
that has created a new sense of 
worth on the reservations. 

In addition, there has been no 
attempt to fulfill the promise state 
officials made in 1992 that they 
would come up with alternative eco- 
nomic development projects once 
the constitution was amended to 
specifically prohibit Las-Vcgas style 
gambling the tribes contemplated. 

Hie governor’s vacillation made it — 

easy for the Senate to dump Noh’s 
bill for one that essentially just 
restated existing law. It passed, but 
an accompanying policy statement 
that specifically objected to the elec- 
tronic machines was rejected.

‘WASHINGTON (AP) - Budget 
talks can be salvaged, but the 
American people could face dras- 
tic cuts in popular programs if 
the White House doesn’t take the 
lead in economizing Medicare 
and other entitlement programs, 
the Senate Budget Committee 
chairman said Sunday. - 

The chairman, Sen. Pete 
Domenici, said in frustration 
last week that talks with the 
White House over a plan to bal- 
ance the budget by 2002 were 
“finished.” He was somewhat 
more sanguine Sunday, telling 
White House budget director 
Franklin Raines: “Maybe we 
ought to get back and try to 
start working together." 

But he also described a bleak 
picture of what that budget 
agreement might look like if 
President Clinton doesn’t 
approve more entitlement sav- 
ings. 

There will be no tax cuts, 
Domenici said on CNN’s “Late 
Edition,” and more than $190 bil- 
lion will have to be sliced from 
domestic programs, more than 
three times the SSI billion envi- 
sioned by the administration. 

“We can preserve education a 
little bit, the environment, but 
the rest of government will have 
to be dramatically reduced,” he 


said. "There’ll be no new pro- 
grams. None of the president's 
wish list will be in there. We can’t 
get it done.” 

Domenici suggested that if a 
good economy makes the deficit 
picture brighter, they could 
restore $5 billion in spending for 
every $5 billion in tax cuts. 

“We’re happy to hear that 
there arc some alternatives to the 
president’s budget being suggest- 


ed,” Raines deadpanned in 
response. 

The budget debate took a 
sharply partisan turn last week. 
Republicans demanded that 
Clinton produce a new budget 
because their figures show his 
doesn’t really reach balance. 
Democrats replied that 
Republicans locked the political 
courage to produce their own 
plan.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Breaking decades of silence on 
. perhaps the most sensational 
espionage case of the Cold War, a 
retired Soviet spy says Julius 
Rosenberg helped organize a 
1940s espionage ring for Moscow 
but was not directly involved in 
stealing U.S. secrets about the 
atomic bomb. 

Rosenberg and his wife Ethel 
were executed in the Sing Sing 
electric chair in 1953 for what 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
called the “crime of the century" 
— helping the Soviet Union get 
their hands on blueprints for the 
atomic bomb in World War H. 

, The Rosenbergs went to their 
deaths, the only Americans ever 
executed for spying, insisting 
they were innocent 
The new twist in the Iong- 
. argued story of treachery comes 
, from Alexander Feklisov, 83, a 
retired KGB officer who has 
stepped forward with a detailed 


account of the Rosenbergs’ role. 

Feklisov said he held clandes- 
tine meetings with Julius 
Rosenberg in New York from 
1943 to 1946 and claims to be the 
only Soviet intelligence officer 
still alive with firsthand knowl- 
edge of the Rosenberg case. 

He told The Washington Post, 
Cox News Service and The New 
York Times that Rosenberg 
passed valuable secrets about 
U.S. military electronics but 
played only a peripheral role in 
Soviet atomic espionage. And he 
said Ethel Rosenberg did not 
actively spy but probably was 
aware that her husband was 
involved. 

“Julius was a great sympathiz- 
er of the Soviet Union," Feklisov 
said. “Julius was a true revolu- 
tionary who was willing to sacri- 
fice himself for his beliefs.” 

He said neither he nor any 
other Soviet intelligence agent 
met Ethel Rosenberg.

Study says air bags misunderstood 


BOSTON (AP) — While passen- 
ger-side air bags have killed at 
least 38 children, far overshadow- 
ing any possible instances of 
youngsters being saved by the 
devices, a majority of Americans 
.. believe the reverse is true, a new 
.survey shows. 

Nearly 60 percent of adults 
.polled by the Center for Risk 

_AnaIysis.at the Harvard School of 

• Public Health mistakenly believe 
. Jhat air bags arc helping more 
.'children than they are hurting. 

Although survey participants 
recognized that air bags can save 
lives, they were unclear about the 
•range of injuries air bags can 
cause. 

"The public has a perhaps 
.excessively optimistic and favor- 
able view of what air bags are 
doing for them,” said John 


Graham, director of the center 
and the study's lead author. 

Of the 38 children killed to date 
by air bags, all were sitting in the 
front passenger seat and most were 
decapitated, Graham said. Nine of 
those were infants. Of the 29 older 
children, 25 were not wearing seat 
belts and two were wearing lap 
belts without shoulder belts, 
according to Brian O’Neill,- presi- • 
dent of the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety in Arlington, Vo. 

Air bags, which deploy at up to 
200 mph, are credited with saving 
more than 1,600 lives. 

However, Graham said he hadn’t 
found any documented cases of 
children’s lives being saved by the 
inflatable safety devices. 

And at least 20 adults, most of 
them smaller women, have been 
killed by air bogs.

Blaine officials suggest 
church post bond

HAILEY - Construction guarantees 
on a proposed 55.5 million, 43,000- 
square-foot church slated for a site just 
I north of Hailey came to a head at a 
Blaine County planning and zoning 
meeting last week 

County officials suggested Thursday 
the Valley Christian Fellowship should 
post a bond -150 percent of the project 
cost - because its investors remain 
anonymous. 

“I am sympathetic with their inten- 
tions and I understand what they’re say- 
ing,’’ Valley Christian pastor Don 
Kremer said Saturday of the county's 
bond suggestion to ensure his project’s, 
completion. “They don’t want an 
Alpcnrose, I don’t want an Ai penrose. 
This church will be built, well fast-track 
it." 

The Al penrose is a multimillion-dollar 
project abandoned in the early 1980s 
north of Ketchum on Highway 75. Built 
as a Holiday Inn, it has remained vacant 
for more than a dccndc. 

Throughout the conditional-use appli- 
cation process, Valley Christian 
Fellowship. - an evangelical church 
“which has grown from three members' to - 
175 in four years - has remained silent 
on the identity of donors it says will 
front the entire project cost. 

Valley Christian assistant pastor Mike 
Fontenot defended the anonymity of 
the donors as a biblical right. 

“Be careful not to parade your 
uprightness in public to attract atten- 
tion,” Fontenot quoted from the New 
Testament. “Otherwise you will lose all 


reward from your Father in heaven. So 
when you give alms, do not have it trum- 
peted before you ... your almsgiving 
must be secret, and your Father who 
sees that is done in secret will reward 
you." 

Commissioner Bart Rinker said scrip- 
ture is no guarantee the project will be 
finished. 

“Whether you’re John Q. Public or 
backed by God, it doesn't make any dif- 
ference," Rinker said. 

Commission chairman Tom Bowman 
said the donors’ anonymity is unlike Sun 
Valley Co. who has proposed vast projects 
on county land such as River Run Lodge 
without posting bond. 

Another sticking point with the county 
is the proposed school Kremer and Valley 
Christian have 20 students now enrolled 
in their Christian school program, now in 
the same facility as their church on 
Hailey’s Main Street. 

Kremer said the school is projected to 
grow. He said the church has plans for a 
K-12 facility with 200 students. He said 
there is a growing call for private and 
Christian education in Blaine County. 

Also, Valley Christian has spoken 
with Hailey city officials regarding 
annexation, Kremer said. But now, 
“annexation' would only stall bull ding,'' as 
Hailey remains under a building mora- 
torium imposed last year by the city 
when the Environmental Protection 
Agency cited the town's Riverside sewer 
treatment plant for violations. 

Instead, Valley Christian planners 
propose a high-tedi septic system, which 
drains to a field and eventually empties 
into the Big Wood River, Kremer said.

issues to resolve in final days 


BOISE (AP) — Leaders of the 
Idaho Legislature have made it 
clear they intend to adjourn the 
1997 session on Tuesday. That 
means Monday will be a long day 
as lawmakers wrap up a handful 
of key issues. 

The Senate still plans to consid- 
er imposing state income tax on 
significant Idaho Lottery win- 
nings and reforming the initiative 
process. 

The House, meanwhile, is 
expected to take final action on 
telephone deregulation, a tax 
break for married couples, rais- 
ing the state minimum wage, 
campaign finance reform and 
designating “outstanding 
resource waters." 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee also will consider a 
resolution encouraging Gov. Phil 
Batt to create a committee to 
study gambling. It is the session’s 
only remnant of efforts to rein in 
the electronic pull-tab games at 
reservation casinos that have 
been making Indian tribes so 
much money. 

Here is a look at the major bills 
facing final action Monday and 
Tuesday: 

• Lottery tax: The House- 
passed bill would impose a 
state income tax on lottery win- 
nings except those under S600. 
Jackpots won through the end 
of this year would be exempt. 
Sponsors hope to raise about 
SI million a year for anti-drug 
programs targeted at teen- 
agers. But critics — including 
Lottery Director Dennis 
Jackson — contend it would 
generate only about $300,000 
and could cost the state more 
than that in lost ticket sales. 

• Initiative reform: Approved 
by the House, the measure 
would change the number of 
signatures from registered vot- 
ers required to put an initiative 
on the general election ballot 
to 6 percent of the number who 
voted in the prior election. 
Initiative sponsors now must 
submit a number of signatures 
equal to 10 percent of the vote 



in the last election for gover- 
nor. 

In addition, the change would 
require signatures to be from at 
least 22 of Idaho’s 44 counties, 
limit the petition drive to 18 
months and allow the legality of 
propositions to be determined 
before the election by the Idaho 
Supreme Court. 

• Telephone deregulation: The 
House must sign off on a Senate- 
approved change to a bill setting 
the framework for implementing 
federally mandated deregulation. 
The amendment clarifies just 
when local telephone exchange 
companies will become deregu- 
lated. 

The bill would make state law 
conform to the requirements of 
federal telecommunications 
deregulation passed by Congress 
a year ago in an attempt to make 
the industry more competitive. 
Wary lawmakers have been 
assured by state utility regulators 
that customers will be better off 
with Idaho’s own deregulation 
scheme than one federal officials 
would propose. 

• Marriage penalty: The House 
will consider ratifying the 
Senate’s decision to delay for a 
year the phased-in implementa- 
tion of a maximum S2-a weck tax 
break for married couples. 

The Senate-passed bill would 
eliminate the so-called marriage 
penalty in the state income tax 
over four years beginning with 
the 1999 tax year. More than 
150,000 married couples would 
get the break. 

But Batt has expressed con- 
corns about estimates that it 
.would cost. the state. S4.5 milli on 
in tax revenue during the 1999- 
2000 state budget year and $12 
million a year overall. 

• Minimum wage: A bill sup- 


ported by the Idaho Hospitality 
Association and the Idaho 
Association of Commerce and 
Industry would raise the state 
minimum wage to S4.7S per hour 
on April 1 and to $5.15 on Sept. 1, 
bringing the state in line with the 
current federal minimum wage. 
However, employers would he 
allowed to pay a training wage of 
$4.25 per hour to employees 
under age 20 for their first 90 
days on the job. 

The minimum hourly wage for 
tipped employees under state law 
now is $3.19. It would remain 
about the same after April 1 
under the Senate-passed bill and 
would increase to $3.35 per hour 
after August. The federal mini- 
mum wage for such employees as 
waiters and waitresses is only 
$2.13 per hour. 

• Campaign finance reform: 
Batt supports the Senate-passed 
bill that would, for the first time, 
limit contributions to state politi- 
cal races. The bill also would 
require more reporting from 
independent groups. 

The measure’s most controver- 
sial section would require groups 
such as the Idaho Education 
Association and unions to obtain 
written permission from each of 
their members annually before 
using dues or checkoffs for politi- 
cal purposes. 

• Stream protection: The 
House will consider proposed 
amendments to a bill that would 
designate some streams as “out- 
standing resource waters." 

The designation would estab- 
lish the state’s highest water 
quality standards on the Middle 
Fork of tile Salmon River in the 
Frank Church-River of No 
Return Wilderness, and the 
Schvay River and three of its trib- 
utaries in the Sclway-Bitterroot 
Wilderness. 

Proposed amendments to the 
bill that was rejected and then 
resurrected— by _the_House_ 
Resources and Conservation 
Committee include delaying the 
designation's effective date until 
July 1,1998.

“I think 
it’s important we bring the 
debate out of Washington and to 
the people who will be most 
affected by what’s eventually 
decided.’’ 

Competing legislative propos- 
als before Congress could 
increase or decrease the cost of 
electricity and the level of service 
available to consumers.

•' LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 
social services agency targeted in 
an Orange County voter fraud 
probe also helped at least 13 Los 
Angeles County residents regis- 
ter to vote before they became 
citizens, the Los Angeles Times 
reported Sunday. 

The 13 people said employees 
of Hcrmandad Mexicana 
Nacional helped them complete 
registration cards before they 
became citizens, the newspaper , 
said. While only one said she 
voted, it is illegal for non-citizens 
to even register. 

Hcrmandad is at the center of 
criminal investigation focusing 
on allegations by former Rep. 
Robert K. Dornan that he lost the 
Nov. 5 election by fewer than 


1,000 votes because of fraudulent 
voting by illegal immigrants and 
non-citizens. The state and coun- 
ty are investigating whether the 
group helped non-citizens regis- 
ter to vote in the Orange County 
race between Dornan and chal- 
lenger Loretta Sanchez. 

Sunday’s report was the first to 
indicate irregularities connected 
to Hcrmandad’s Los Angeles 
County operations. 

Hcrmandad, one of the 
state’s largest providers of citi- 
zenship classes, denied any 
intentional wrongdoing. 
Mistakes could have been 
made because of misunder- 
standings or over-eagerness on 
the part of students, said exec- 
utive director Bert Corona.

JACKPOT - You just fell off 
the roof of your house, and you 
think your leg is broken. Your 
spouse rushes you to the local 
clinic, but your leg needs to be X- 
rayed. 

So you travel 50 miles in pain 
for the X-ray and 50 miles bade. 

Physician Assistant James 
Schrocder has run the Jackpot 
Clinic for more than a year. He said 
he can do about anything a doctor 
can do, and the clinic is “pretty 
much a family practice except we 
have the urgent care also.” 
Schrocder handles a lot of OB 
care, child care and emergency 
treatment of such things as cuts 
and chest pain. Schrocder can 
even do casting and suturing - 
but the patient has to go to Twin 
Falls for an X-ray. 

He said he also prefers to X-roy 
people who may have pneumonia, 
but many of these people don’t 
have cars to go Twin - so they do 
without. 

An X-ray machine would cost 
between S10.000 and $15,000, he 
said. And there’s another prob- 
lem: The clinic building, provided ; 
by Cactus Petes Resort Casino, 
isn’t large enough to hold the 
machine. 

Other than X-rays, the clinic 
can serve patients’ basic needs. 
Blood tests go to Twin Falls by 
courier and then are flown to

OGDEN, Utah (AP) — Two 
skiers were rescued Sunday 
morning after spending the 
night in a snow cave under a 
tree near Powder Mountain Ski 
Resort, said Weber County 
Sheriffs Sgt. Art Haney.

“Jackpot has some of the 
strangest pathology anywhere, 
because a lot of people wait until 
the last minute," he said.

Killer caught after prison escape Pres ident told to leave media alone Church

WALLA WALLA, Wash. (AP) 
— A convicted murderer used a 
hacksaw blade to cut his way out 
of a high-security cell at the 
Washington State Penitentiary 
early Sunday, then scaled the 
prison’s fence to freedom, prison 
officials said. 

But John Allen Lamb was 
recaptured several hours later 
while hitchhiking in Walla Walla, 
the state Department of 
Corrections said. 

“I have demanded a full 
investigation to keep this from 
ever happening again,” Gov. 

— Gary-Locke snid-in-a-news- 
release. 

Lamb, 33, was recaptured 
about 3 p.m. on the 2nd Avenue 
freeway ramp in Walla Walla, 
home of the penitentiary. 

He had cut his way through a 
plexiglass light fixture and a 
retaining bar behind the fixture 
to make his escape, the depart- 
ment said. 

It wasn’t clear how Lamb 
obtained the hacksaw blade or 


how he managed to scale the 
razor-ribbon perimeter fence 
without being spotted by guards, 
the statement said. 

Prison officials reported hear- 
ing a disturbance on Lamb’s tier 
during the night, but it was not 
known if it was a cover-up by 
other inmates to assist Lamb in 
his escape. 

Lamb, who is considered 
extremely dangerous, was serv- 
ing more than 50 years from 
Clark County for the first-degree 
murder of a 99-year-old man in 
August 1995. Lamb also tried to 
- escape lasrjuly. — 

Area residents were alerted to 
the escape and told to lake extra 
precautions, the release said. 

Lamb was last seen in his cell 
shortly after midnight, said 
prison spokeswoman Lori 
Fitzpatrick. Guards discovered he 
was missing during a routine bed 
check at 6:30 a.m. 

Lamb admitted to killing 
Howard Eby at the victim’s 
Washougal home, east of 


Vancouver, two years ago. 
Authorities said Lamb broke into 
Eby’s home then beat and robbed 
the elderly victim. 

Eby tried to use a gun 10 pro- 
tect himself, but prosecutors said 
Lamb seized the weapon and 

beat Eby, who later died from the 

injuries. 

Lamb was suspected of break- 
ing into Eby’s residence on two 
earlier occasions and of multiple 
burglaries at the home of a 92- 
year-old Camas man. Lamb was 
said to be seeking cash or jewelry 
to feed his methamphetamine 
- habiL "" - 

Last July, Lamb stole a 
prison employee’s truck and 
rammed it into a fence in an ill- 
fated escape attempt. Lamb 
was caught when the crash dis- 
abled the truck. 

Investigators from the Division 
of Prisons were en route to Walla 1 
Walla on Sunday. The escape 
comes one week into Joe 
Lehman’s appointment as new 
state prison director. 


WINDOW ROCK, Ariz. (AP) — 
Continued complaints about 
Navajo Nation President Albert 
Hale interfering with tribal news 
media have culminated in an 
order from the tribal council: 
leave the newspaper and radio 
station alone. 

The move comes after a year of 
quarreling between Hale and the 
18,000-circuIation Navajo Times, 
one of the nation’s largest Indian 
newspapers, and KTNN. Both the 
weekly newspaper and the radio 
station are owned by the tribe and 
run through its economic develop- 
ment agency, which Hale oversees. 
— The council took the vote af ter 
members learned of a memo 
from Hale ordering the newspa- 
per’s publisher, Tom Arviso, be 
moved into another tribal posi- 
tion. Hale also recently came 
under fire for removing Art 
Allison, a supporter of the 
Navajo Times, from head of eco- 
nomic development. 

“We believe (Allison’s) dis-

missal is a bald attempt to wrest 
control of the Navajo Times away 
from its current editorial staff to 
prevent it from publishing arti- 
cles which are unfavorable to you 
and your administration,” council 
delegate David John said in a let- 
ter to Hale. 

Hale has criticized the Navajo 
Times and KTNN in the past for 
their coverage of his marital and 
legal problems, calling their sto- 
ries unbalanced and uninclusive 
of his side. 

Council members voted with lit- 
tle discussion, but council aides 

sa id the y intend t o e i th e r. pu t the 

paper and radio station under the 
control of another agency or make 
them tribal enterprises. Either 
way, the goal is to remove Hale’s 
jurisdiction over the news media. 

The tension between the 
Navajo Times and Hale began in 
January 1996 when the 30-year- 
old newspaper published on 
interview with Hale’s estranged 
wife, Regina. 


He also said the church hopes to 
join city boundaries when the 
sewer crisis is solved.

tion, the elk need to be in deep 
snow where avoiding capture is 
difficult, and they need to be 
relocated before the cows are too 
heavy with calf," he said. “That 
Ineans the relocation must be 
flone in the winter. And unfortu- 
nately, that means the range is as 
barren of forage as it gets.” 

How many elk Is enough? 

; The task force that worked on 
the Wells Resource Area plan 
searched for a fair number, 
Spra ding said. 

“The livestock industry’s goal 
was to set the lowest possible 
ceiling parameters,” he said. 
“The sportsmen contingency on 
the task force wanted 6,000 to 
8,000 elk out there.” 

Uppermost on nearly every 
■rancher's mind is the possibility 
• that grazing activity will be cut to 
provide forage for elk. 

“Elk eat what cows eat," said 
Brad Dalton of the family-owned 
Dalton Ranches in Clover Valley, 
“The rule of thumb is that any ' 
animal eats 3 percent of its body 
weight a, day." 


And that math adds up to 
reduced grazing, Dalton said. 
And while Williams said elk are 
expected to graze in areas too 
steep for cows, Dalton isn’t con- 
vinced. 

“Elk don’t know the difference 
between unused (grazing allot- 
ments) and private property,” 
Dalton said. “In the end, ranch- 
ers are going to have to bear the 
cost of keeping the elk out of 
stacks-and forage stores.” 

The state is expecting the 
new elk population to evenly 
spread out over the land, "but 
that may not be the case," 
Spratling noted. “Elk could 
have a big impact on one ranch 
and not another." 

Meanwhile, fewer livestock 
graze the Wells Resource Area, 
as more ranches are sold and 
bought as expensive tax shelters, 
said Bill Gibbs, an O’Neil family 
ranch owner. 

“That leaves (allotments) out 
there and room for elk," he said. 

Compromise, moderation 

Voices on various sides of the 
issue agree there must be give 


and take. 

“Ranchers have never had to 
deal with elk," said Gil 
Hernandez, chairman of the Elko 
County Wildlife Advisory Board. 
“There has to be room for elk on 
public lands. We have to work 
together to solve these prob- 
lems.” 

“I don't know that I am com- 
pletely opposed to the elk-release 
program," Griswold said, “but it 
can’t be done with the devasta- 
tion of private property.” 

At the state level, Williams is 
looking for a middle ground. 

“We are willing to listen and 
share ideas and learn from any- 
one out there,” he said. “We 
don’t know it all. Elk manage- 
ment in Nevada is in the early 
evolution stage. The livestock 
industry and wildlife people 
have to work together for good 
resource management, so we 
can all exist down the road.”

Continued from A4 
pleasantly in the valley of the 
Little Wood River, is a town that 
got a second chance. Originally 
incorporated in 1919, its local- 
government functions ceased 
sometime in the period of the 
Great Depression and 
World War EL 
Roads and other public 
services were taken over 
by county officials. In 
time, people forgot that 
the town had never offi- 
cially disincorporated. 

Then in 1995, a group 
of curious Carey citizens 
discovered that the town 
had never relinquished its power. 
Idaho Secretary of State Pete 
Cenarrusa (a Carey native) recog- 
nized its status the following 
year, and Gov. Phil Batt appoint- 
ed a four-member City Council. 

Those four appointed Mayor 
Hebcr Kirkland, a teacher and 
high school coach. Last May, a 
vote to disincorporate the town 
missed its needed two-thirds 
majority by four votes. The city 
would live on. 

There’s no city hall; council 
meetings are held at Carey 
School. They draw a crowd of 
about 25, more than other towns 
in the county, according to 


Kirkland. 

It’s all still bunk to 77-year-old 
farmer Jim Phillips. To him, 
times were better when a cheese 
factory drove the economy, and 
the Sport Shop wasn't the only 
place in town to buy a beer.

Newcomers to Carey will rub 
shoulders with deeply rooted 
natives such as Baird, whose fam- 
ily homesteaded in Carey in 
the 1890s. Ray and Carley 
Baird have raised sue sons 
in Carey, three of whom 
are still there, and Baird is 
concerned about the future 
for his seven grandchil- 
dren. 

Carey's permanence is 
still not guaranteed. In two 
years, the town can vote to 
disincorporate again. Baird said 
his taxes jumped $160 in 1996, 
and he fears they’ll rise further if 
the county stops caring for roads 
and other services. 

“There’s a possibility in two 
years they’ll vote the thing 
out, he said. “But regardless, 
we re going to get growth out 
here. Let’s take this growth 
and head it in the direction we 
want."

Utah slams N.C. Charlotte in West 


TUCSON, Ariz. - Brevin Knight final- 
ly got the best of Tim Duncan, and 
Stanford ended the Wake Forest All- 
American’s quest for a national champi- 
onship Sunday. 

The Cardinal, led by their second- 
team All-America point guard, outlast- 
ed Duncan and Wake Forest, 72-66 in 
the NCAA tournament’s West Regional. 

. Knight, who roomed with Duncan with 
the U.S. undcr-22 team last summer and 
was beaten soundly in their video 
games rivalry, displayed the cool collec- 
tiveness of an NBA veteran all game 
long. 

In the other regional game Sunday, 
Utah’s All-American Keith Van Horn 
scored 27 points and collected eight 
rebounds in a 77-58 win over North 
Carolina-Charlotte. 

The Demon Deacon defeat was the 
first time in six games at Tucson that a 
lower seed won. Stanford, which had 
not advanced beyond the second round 
since winning the NCAA tide in 1942, ■ 
was seeded sixth and Wake Forest (24- 
7) was third. 

Duncan, who returned to Wake 
Forest rather than turn pro after his 
junior season - he is almost certain to 
be the top pick in the NBA draft - dear- 
ly was befuddled in die second half. He 
drew double and even triple coverage 
when he got the ball down low and went 
11:14 without scoring. 

Wake staged a late comeback, fueled 
by Jerry Braswell, who hit three 3-point- 
ers and scored eight straight Deacons 
points in one stretch. A 3-point play by 
Tony Rudand made it 58-53 with 3:24 to 
60- 

The teams traded baskets and free 
throws until Rutland's two foul shots 
brought Wake Forest to 68-64 with 233 
seconds to go. Knight was fouled by 
Braswell and the senior point guard 
calmly sank both free throws. 

The first 10 minutes were about as 
ugly as college basketball can get, par- 
ticularly for sloppy Wake Forest. The 
Demon Deacons had only three points 
until eight minutes into the game, and 
they got virtually nothing from anyone 


but Duncan. 

Only Duncan’s hard work kept Wake 
Forest dose. He drew nine fouls in the 
first half, scoring six of his 14 points 
from the free throw Line. He also had 15 
rebounds at the half as he lifted Wake 
within 25-19, even though the Deacons 
shot 30 percent and missed all seven 3- 
point attempts. 

Utah 77, N.C, Chartotte 58 

The Utcs, who came in as the West 
Regional’s No. 2 seed despite being 
ranked second overall, had too mudi of 
everything for North Carolina Charlotte 
on Sunday - talent, depth and disci- 
pline. Maybe even too much motivation. 

Michael Doleac added 18 points as 
Utah’s quick big men wore down 
DeMarco Johnson and center 
Alexander Kuchl inside. Ben Caton 
added 12 points for the Utes, who won 
their 13th straight. 

The win sent Utah (28-3) to its second 
straight regional semifinal, while No. 7 
Charlotte (22-9) went home with the 
memory of beating Georgetown to get 
past the first round for the first time in 
four tries since 1988. 

“You just have to give them credit,” 
Johnson said. “They beat us every way 
you can.” 

Tremaine Gardiner led the 49ers with 
14 points, Dimingus Bundy had 11 and 
Shanderic Downs 10. Kuchl had nine 
points and 11 rebounds. 

At 7-foot-2, Kuchl was one of the 
biggest players in the tournament. But 
he couldn’t offset Van Horn and Doleac, 
who had seven rebounds. And the 49ers 
were doomed when Sean Colson and 
Versile Shaw cooled off and Johnson 
couldn’t get going against Van Horn’s 
defense.

S uddenly, the road to 2000 is 
bumpier than Al Gore might 
have expected. I say this after 
watching the vice president’s 
impromptu news conference on 
Monday, in which he vigorously defend- 
ed his practice of soliciting campaign 
funds from within the White House - 
‘Tm proud of what I did” - while promis- 
ing never to do it again. 

It was, all agreed, a classic instance of 
clearing the air by making things murki- 
er, and a portent of serious hardship 
ahead. 

In one sense, it was not hard to feel some 
sympathy. Following on the heels of Dan 
Quayle, the Harvard-educated Gore has 
been treated by the White House press 
corps with near reverence; His interest in 
computers and his apocalyptic book on the 
environment, "Earth in the Balance,” have 
given this wholly conventional politician 
the status of a sage. 

In the midst of the myriad Clinton 
scandals - Whitewater, Paula Jones, 
Webster Hubbcll, Travelgate, the rented 
Lincoln bedroom - Gore has stood dis- 
creetly off to one side, defending the 
president when called upon to do so, but 
reassuring Washington that his reputa- 
tion is unsullied. 

At the home of Gore's parents in 
Carthage, Tenn., a blank space is left on 
the wall of family photographs, reserved 
for Al Jr.’s presidential swearing-in. 

Now, it must be said, all this is in some 
jeopardy. To begin with, it is now revealed 


that the Clinton administration has consis- 
tently misrepresented the truth about its 
White House-based fund-raising practices 
during 1995^6. President Clinton was not 
unaware of details, as he often has insisted; 
he was in the middle of them, often plotting 
strategy to circumvent the spirit of the cam- 
paign finance laws. 

For that matter, the first lady was not 
ignorant of how the Democratic National 
Committee would chase after capitalists 
doing business with the government, or 
even foreign governments doing business 
with our own; she was offering up advice 
and instructions. Nor did the vice presi- 
dent just wander into that famous Bud- 
dhist temple in Los Angeles, only to dis- 
cover that cash was being raised from du- 
bious sources. He was, to quote The 
Washington Post, the “solidtor-in-chief” 
of the Democratic Party, drawing in 
mountains of currency by phone. 

Past administrations have seen to it that 
major contributors got a handshake from 
the president, or on autographed picture, 
or lunch with the vice president at some 
nice hotcL But the precincts of the White 
House have never before been used as an 
inducement or reward for cash contribu- 
tions on the Clinton/Gore scale. 

There is a reason for this: It is illegaL 
The U.S. Code declares that “it shall be 


unlawful for any person to solicit or re- 
ceive any contributions ... in any room or 
building occupied in the discharge of offi- 
cial duties” (18 USC 607). That is why 
Gore come to his news conference 
wrapped in legal obscurities, seeking to 
explain the intent of the law, and repeat- 
ing the curiously precise assertion that 
“no controlling legal authority” applies 
to his example - not once, but several 
times. Translation: His lawyers have told 
him that the body of case law on this 
statute might be interpreted to get him 
off the hook. 

But not really. The law, intended to pro- 
tect federal employees from political pres- 
sure, makes no exception for presidents, 
much less vice presidents, and sees no dif- 
ference between making some calls from 
the White House to raise cash and twisting 
the arms of contributors in the Blue Room. 
Al Gore may well be proud of what he has 
done, and is expert at repeating tho famil- 
iar explanation that everybody does it and, 
pushed to the wall, he and Bill Clinton sold 
the White House for cash to save America 
from Bob Dole. But rhetoric cannot disgui se 
an awkward fact: No matter how Ameri- 
cans may fed about the White House, the 
author of “Earth in the Ba lance" is in trou- 
ble, “controlling legal authority” notwith- 
standing.

Quiet, listen to how kids feel about drugs 


I took a deep breath and asked 
my 10-year-old son what he 
would do if he were offered 
drugs. 

He seemed shocked that I 

- would ask such aquestfon. We 
have talked many tunes over the past 
several years about the dangers of drug 
use. But, thinking back on it, I realized I 
was doing most of die talking. Or was it 
preaching? 

My 10-year-old and 7-year-old boys 
both have heard what their father and I 
think about drugs, and what their teach- 
ers and the police officers in the DARE 
program have told them about the toll 
drugs take on young people’s lives. On 
Wednesday they even heard President “I 
didn’t inhale” Clinton say on television 
that when his daughter, Chelsea, was 7, 
he told her that he had tried marijuana 
during his college days in England. 

Finally, my 10-ycar-old crunched up 
his forehead and said, "Well, if they have 
a gun or a knife or something, I would 
probably have to do the stuff, but I 
wouldn’t swallow the drugs. I would pre- 
tend to do them and then spit ‘cm out 
when I got away." 

Most of the time, there’s no gun held to 
anybody’s head, though. Sometime in 
your life, I told my son, there will be a 
friend who tells you, "Hey, this stuff is 
cooL Come on. Try this joint, pop this 
pill, snort this line. It’s fun." 

“I don’t have any friends like that,” he 
said, “but if I did, I would just tell them I 
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ivasn’t interested.’’ 

_ Then the dreaded question came: “Is 
that what happened when you were 
growing up?” he asked. 

Another deep breath from Mom fol- 
lowed. “Yeah, I knew people who 
smoked marijuana and did other things, 
but I was already out of high school when 
I had to confront all of that. And I didn’t 
always do a good job of it, either. So 
that’s why I want to let you know that 
you can talk to me or your father about 
this any time you want, and we’re not go- 
ing to freak out or anything.” 

Maybe I said too much. Or not enough. 

A new survey of 2^69 fourth-, fifth- 
and sixth-graders found they are less 
likely to consider drugs harmful than 
children in those same grades were just 
three years ago. Anti-drug sentiment has 
been deteriorating in the 9-to-12 age 
group since 1990, according to a new,sur- 
vey by the Partnership for a Drug-Free 
America, a nonprofit group. 

Another shocker One in four children 
surveyed said they were offered drugs last 
year. In 1993, 19 percent, or fewer than one 
in five children, said they were offered an 
illicit drug. Both surveys included a cross- 
section of children from all ethnic, racial 
and economic backgrounds. 

It gets worse. When you extrapolate 


the study’s findings to reflect the current 
pre-teen population nationwide, you can 
estimate that 460,000 children tried mar- 
ijuana at least once last year. An estimat- 
- - ed 230,000 kids had toked up in 1993,' a — 
previous survey found. 

Heavens. These kids are about to enter 
puberty, which has its own natural highs 
and lows. Now parents also have to worry 
that their pre-teens might add drugs into 
the already combustible pubescent mix. 

The baby boomers who experimented 
with drugs in high school or college real- 
ize the temptations ahead for their own 
children. They realize, too, that most of 
those who tried pot never went on to . 
harder drugs and “outgrew" marijuana. 

But with kids starting to experiment 
with pot so early, and drugs - from mari- 
juana to heroin — being so much more po- 
tent today, who knows what effect such 
use will have on children so young? 

The biggest obstacle to getting through 
to children, the study notes, is that too 
many parents underestimate the preva- 
lence of drugs in their children’s lives. 

. So stop preaching and listen to what 

your kids say about what they know and 
how they feeL 
FU stop preaching now.

BEDFORD, N.Y. (AP)_ A dis- 
pute over a faddish game has 
turned into a lawsuit accusing a 
school district in New York’s tony 
suburbs of promoting “satanism 
and occultism.” 

Three Catholic families say 
their religious freedom has been 
infringed by such standard school 
fare as an assembly featuring a 
man dressed up os Abraham 
Lincoln, a science class studying 
the leftover evidence of an owl’s 
lunch and a history lesson in a 
cemetery. 

School officials sec the lawsuit 
as “a threat to schools every- 
where," said Bruce Dennis, 
supervisor of the Bedford Central 
School District, about 20 miles 
north of New York City. 

On Monday, several parents 
plan to join the schools’ defense 
against the 1996 federal court 
lawsuit by filing a friend-of-the- 
court brief. The next hearing in 
the case is set for April 25. 

“We can't take apart the sci- 
ence or English curriculum 
because something seems to go 
against some part of a particular 
small group's belief system," said 
one of the schools’ supporters, 
the Rev. Paul Alcorn, a 
Presbyterian minister who has 
two children in the schools. 

“We would dismantle public 
education in this country. Maybe 
that’s what they’re trying to do.” 
The dispute stems from a game 
called “Magic The Gathering” that 
children started playing in 1995 in 
the district in Westchester 
County’s well-to-do horse country. 

The Dungeons & Dragons-like 
strategy game, played with col- 
lectible trading cards, involves 
the supernatural. Some of the 
cards arc lurid depictions of 
demons and one shows a woman 
about to be sacrificed. 

“It’s straight from Satan,” said 
Mary Ann DiBari, a plaintiff who 
has 11- and 13-year-old grand- 
daughters in the schools. “Human 
sacrifice, devil worship, spells." 

Some formed a dub that was 
allowed to play the game on school 
grounds but not during class. 
Players and the school district 
defended it as a “math game.” 

The lawsuit says that by allow- 
ing the game on school grounds, 
the district “officially promoted 
and endorsed” an occult activity, 
and promoted “satanism and 
occultism, pagan religions and 
New Age spirituality.” 

Besides the card game itself, 
the lawsuit complains that: 
"Third-graders were told to 
venerate pagan gods when a 
teacher had them make Hindu 
“idols.” The teacher, Jackie 
Reizes, held up a paper elephant

mask at a parents' meeting, said 
it was the idol referred to in the 
suit and added: “I think this 
speaks for itself." 

— On an excursion to a ceme- 
tery, fourth-graders were instruct- 
ed to lie on the graves of dead chil- 
dren. The school district’s lawyer, 
Warren Richmond, said a volun- 
teer was asked to lie on a grave to 
show how much smaller people 
were in the 18th century. 

— A man who dressed like 
Lincoln frightened some children 
when he said Lincoln believed in 
ghosts. “It was just a fellow who 
gave a speech on Abe Lincoln,” 
Richmond said. 

— Third-graders were forced to 
study owl pellets, the regurgitat- 
ed bones and feathers of the 
birds’ prey. The lawsuit included 
that under “Earth worship and 
New Age spiritism.” 

Several youngsters, including 
the minister’s son, staged a benefit 
tournament at his Bedford 
Presbyterian Church “so parents 
who were concerned could see the 
game, see the cards,” Alcorn said. 

“They were acting in a more ma- 
ture fashion than the four people 
who called me and said how could I . 
raise my son that way, how could I 
be a pastor,” the minister said. 

“The allegations in the com- 
plaint have seriously distorted 
what are really very normal educa- 
tional practices,” Richmond said. 

Jordi Portell Weinstock, a senior 
at Fox Lane High School, said he 
was happy with his education. 

“They teach you more and more 
a multicultural view of the world, 
in social studies and in English," he 
said. “It’s important that we learn 
about other societies."

They' 
replaced the pine deck. Weeks 
were spent Filling and smoothing 
dents in the hull until it was as fine 
as the day of its 1930 launch. Then 
came coat after coat of paint. 

But it’s unlikely Flash II will 
ever again race on Nantucket 
Sound or Moriches Bay, where a 
19-ycar-old Kennedy won a race 
in the 1936 Atlantic Coast 
Championships. 

“She’ll never be wet as long as 
‘ I have her, but she’ll be ready,” 
Anderson said. “We could put 
her in the water tomorrow, but 
I'd be nervous.” 

Restored to near mint condi- 
tion, Flash n is a beauty, even 
without its imposing high-rigged 
sails stretching skyward. The 
sleek white hull gleams. 
Varnished wood trim and brass 
fittings are polished to a shine. 

“It’s nice to haye a wooden 
boat,” said Chapman, a veteran 
boatwright. “Most of it’s 
Fiberglas nowadays.” 

Fiberglas was unknown in 
1934, when Kennedy and his 
brother Joseph Kennedy Jr. 
bought the boat, then named

DENVER (AP) — An estimat- 
ed 2,000 spectators, journalists 
and survivors are expected to 
crowd the city in two weeks, jam- 
ming restaurants, hotels and 
apartments.

Magazine says 
McVeigh 
confirmed role 


NEW YORK (AP) - Timothy 
McVeigh admitted his involve- 
ment in the Oklahoma City 
bombing during a lie detector 
test given by his lawyers, 
Newsweek reports in this week’s 
edition. 

But McVeigh failed a question 
about whether all his coconspira- 
tors are known to investigators, 
and that may suggest that others 
were involved in the bombing 
plot, the magazine said. 

The report of the test is attrib- 
uted to anonymous sources dose 
to the investigation. 

“McVeigh confirmed his role in 
• blowing up the Murrah building," 
the magazine said. “ ... There, is 
even fresh confusion about 
whether t;he FBI has tracked 
down all the members of the con- 
spiracy.” 

It said some federal investiga- 
tors think the lie detector story 
may be just a ploy by McVeigh’s 
lawyer, Stephen Jones, to sow 
confusion before the trial begins. 

FBI spokesman Paul Bresson in 
Washington declined to comment 
on the report Sunday. 

Jones also declined to com- 
ment on the report, the magazine 
says. 

Two other purported McVeigh 
confessions have upset defense 
attorneys. They contend the con- 
fessions reported by The Dallas 
Morning News and Playboy mag- 
azine in the past two weeks have I 
jeopardized the jury pool.

It was not clear Sunday night whether Mobutu remained at 
Monaco s Princess Grace Hospital, where he was reportedly 
admitted early Friday. 1 

The report of Mobutu’s apparcndy increasingly fragile health 
come as the crisis ui his country deepens. Rebels fighting the 
Hainan army have captured about a third of the country in a six- 
month avil war and are threatening to advance further. 

Information on Mobutu’s condition could not be independently 
confirmed despite numerous-calls to hfrRivttrra villa, where the 
president has spent muchoj the.past seen months. 

According to the weh-informed source BTtfSBafco, who* spoke on 
condition of anonymity, the bleeding was apparcndy due to complica- 
tions horn his Aug. 22 prostate operation in Lausanne, Switzerland. 

The source said that Mobutu, 66, was discreetly admitted to the 
hospital on March 3 and left on March 10 or 11 before being rehos- 
pitalized Friday. 

Mobutu had been expected to return to Zaire on Monday but 
an aide in Zaire had said the visit was being postponed. No details 
were provided. 

The African leader underwent miner surgery at Princess Grace 
Hospital in January.

MEXICO CITY — Indian rebels in southern Mexico accused 
smte police of attacking members of their group and killing four

Comandante David, a leader of the 
Zapausta National Liberation Army, said diey were members of 
his group. 

The dash came during a dispute in the village of San Pedro 
Nixtaluoun, where mo st villagers arc members of the rebel move-, 
ment although few are fighters. 

A government supporter made an offensive gesture at the wife 
of a rebel supporter Friday, according to local official Agustin 
Alvarez Gomez. The dispute escalated throughout the morning 
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TIRANA, Albania (AP) — In 
the square where the first stir- 
rings of Albanian discontent 
began, a crowd mourned victims 
Sunday and appealed for an end 
to the anarchy'that has forced 
thousands to flee and pushed the 
president into a comer. 

Across the Adriatic Sea, Italian 
authorities said their ports were 
strained to the limit with more 
than 4,000 Albanian refugees. At 
least another 100 former military 
officers and sailors were cn route 
in an Albanian navy torpedo boat 
they commandeered. 

In Tirana, 2,000 people chanted 
“Albania” and waved flowers or 
linked hands in Skonderbeg 
Square, where the first anti-gov- 
ernment protests were staged in 
December following the collapse 
of investment funds promising 
high yields. 

Struggling to regain control in 
the capital, authorities formed a 
civilian militia to work alongside 
police at roadblocks and patrols. 
In an apparent attempt to bal- 
ance its harsh tactics, the govern- 
ment declared Sunday a national 
day of mourning 
The crowd held aloft posters 
showing a bloody hand, with a 
slogan against violence, and the 
portrait of a teen-ager killed in 
Tirana last week. 

People knelt twice for a 
moment of silence, and several 
women wept. Government securi- 
ty farces watched from rooftops 
above the sun-bathed square. 

Nurie Rica, 45, said it was the 
first time her 3-year-old grand- 
son, Jurgen, had been outside 
since shooting began in Tirana 
last week. She said she had faith 
in the new government formed 
last week, “because it’s a coali- 
tion for reconciliation." 

But the appeals for peace were 
offset by continuing chaos and 
exodus elsewhere.

Yes, Newton made many contributions to 
science, but gravity was definitely his 
biggest. That’s why a group of Japanese 
researchers decided, as an international 
goodwill project, to recreate the original 
discovery, using an apple tree that was 
descended from the original Newton tree. 

I found out about this project thanks to 
an alert reader named (really) Harley 
.Ferguson, who sent me a story about it 
from an English-language Japanese news- 
paper called The Daily Yomiuri. The arti- 
cle states that in' August 1996, researchers 
lat the Construction Ministry’s Public 
;Works Research Institute in Arai, Japan, 
;rcceived a sapling descended from the orig- 
;inal Newton tree. This sapling, according to 
the story, came from the U.S. Commerce 
Department’s National Institute of 
Standards and Technology, or NIST, which 

is in charge of weights and measures. (So if 
your pants don't fit the way they used to, this 
is the agency to complain to.) 

I was curious as to why a U.S. govern- 
ment agency would be providing Newton 
saplings, so I called NIST and spoke with 
the official archivist, whose name (really) is 
Karma A. Beal. She sent me a bunch of 
information, which I will attempt to sum- 
marize here: 

- The original Newton tree — for simplici- 
ty's sake, let’s call it “Bob” — died in 1814. 

But before Bob went to The Big Orchard In 
The Sky, cuttings were taken, and over the 
years these cuttings became trees, and cut- 
tings were taken from those, and so now 
there are genetically identical offspring — 
let’s call them “Boblets" -- all over the 
world. 

One Boblet lives at the NIST facility in i 
Gaithersburg, Md. It produces apples, but 
not many; the information Karma Beal sent -i 
me refers to the tree os (/ am not making 
any of this up) “a very shy fruiter." The 
story gets a little murky at this point, but 
apparently the sapling sent to Japan for 
the historic recreation of Newton’s discov- t 
ery was grown from a seed from one of the l 
NIST Boblet apples. This is significant, * 
because if the sapling came from a seed, as „ 
opposed to a cutting, it is probably nor a 
pure Bob descendant. As the NIST docu- " j 
mentation states, “the original flower was 
almost certainly pollinated by some other n 
tree.” (Trees are total sluts this way.) . 

But let’s not be picky. The important thing 
is that the Japanese researchers had a sapling ^ 
that was in some way connected to the origi- . 
nal historic Bob. According to The Daily ^ 
Yomiuri, their plan was to videotape the exact 
moment when the very first apple felL

PARIS — Atop the makeshift bridge 
on the Chanel runway Wednesday 
morning, the models marched in forma- 
tion, shoulder pad to massive shoulder 
pad.

Examining self-exams 

All the emphasis on breast self-exami- 
nations in recent years? A rigorous pro- 
gram to train more than 133,000 women 
to routinely examine their breasts for 
lumps has not reduced breast-cancer 
deaths after five years, a study reported 
m the Journal of the National Cancer 
Institute shows. Final answers from the 
study, done in China, where few women 
ever have breast X-rays, are another 
five years away. But experts say the pre- 
liminary findings suggest that public 
health programs should put even more 
emphasis on mammography and less on 
breast self-examination. 

Cystic fibrosis progress 

Good news for cystic fibrosis patients 
and their families: British researchers 
say they have taken a big step toward 
finding a gene therapy treatment for the 
genetic disease that involves using fatty 
molecules to deliver healthy genes into 
the body. Two studies in the journal 
Gene Therapy describe the use of lipo- 
somes to deliver genes that researchers 
hope can “reprogram” the cells of cystic 
fibrosis sufferers. 

Growing blood supply 

We may not be able to get blood from 
a stone, but scientists have coaxed 
human hemoglobin from genetically 
engineered tobacco plants. The 


researchers report in the journal Nature 
that this operas up new possibilities for 
creating artificial blood free of infection 
from HIV, hepatitis or other viruses. 

Help from estrogen 

Bolstering the evidence that estrogen 
plays a role in fending off depression, a 
new University of California at Los 
Angeles study has found that post- 
menopausal women who were taking 
estrogen responded better to a leading 
antidepressant medicine. “What we 
found in this study is that women taking 
estrogen were nearly three times as like- 
ly to respond to the antidepressant thaii 
those not taking it,” said Gary Small, a 
geriatric psychiatrist. 

A colitis cure? 

TTie nicotine patches used by smokers 
trying to kick their habit may have 
another medical use: controlling ulcera- 
tive colitis. In a paper published in the 
March 1 issue of the Annals of Internal 
Medicine, Mayo Clinic researchers 
reported that symptoms of the painful 
gastrointestinal disorder were reduced 
in 39 percent of patients who wore nico- 
tine patches; 9 percent of patients who 
wore a placebo patch containing no nico- 
tine or other medication also showed 
improvement.

Fort Lauderdale S un-Sentlncl 

Most women wouldn’t dispute 
that wearing a bra is unnatural.. 
But dangerous? 

‘That’s what a husband and wife 
team think after spending the past 
four years researching possible 
links between bras, fibrocystic 
breast disease and breast cancer. 

Sidney Ross Singer and his wife, 
Soma Grismaijcr, say they have 
• found that wearing a bra more 
than 12 hours a day from puberty 
to old age could be hazardous to 
your health. 

Their work has mostly been 
ignored by the medical communi- 
ty, and they have been attacked by 
the lingerie industry as fearmon- 
gers. Yet they insist their findings 
should not be ignored. 

“There’s no risk and no cost 
involved in taking off your bra, so 
we think women should be able to 
make up their own minds," says 
Singer, a medical anthropologist 
based in Hawaii. 

Singer and Grismaijer, who is 
trained in environmental science, 
are not saying that bras cause can- 
cer, but that they may be one con- 
tributing factor in breast cancer, 
which strikes 186,000 American 
women each year and kills 44,000. 

They theorize that tight bras can 
constrict the body's lymphatic ,-ys- 
tem, a complex network of vessels 
all over the body that is part of the 
immune system and plays a major 


role in defending against infection 
and cancer. 

"The job of the lymph system is to 
remove toxins such as chemicals 
and other pollutants from the 
body," says Singer, who was inter- 
viewed during a recent visit to 
South Florida. “But when women 
wear a bra, especially one that binds 
or makes red marks on their sldn, 
the lymph system can’t do its job." 

In their first study several years 
ago, the couple looked at American 
women and their bra-wearing 
habits. Recently they returned 
from Fiji, where they worked on 
another study they say bolsters the 
findings from their fust. 

What they found in Fiji is that 
breast cancer was nearly nonexis- 
tent before World War n, when 
some women began wearing bras 
for work. Furthermore, it is still 
. nearly nonexistent in the half of 
the adult female population who 
have never adopted the bra as part 
of their dress. 

The island country, which has a 
population of about 750,000, now 
records about 100 breast cancer 
cases a year, they found. 

“The study showed that given 
women in the same village with 
the same diet, environment and 
genetic background, the ones who 
had worn bras were the ones get- 
ting breast cancer,” Singer says. 

It was a personal experience that 
led the couple to begin examining 
the impact of bra-wearing. 
Grismaijcr developed a lump in 
her breast six years ago while she 
was pregnant. 

Singer noticed that when she 
removed her bra, there were red 


marks on her skin. Having enough 
medical training to understand 
how the body’s lymphatic system 
works, he suggested she stop wear- 
ing her bra. 

Within two months, the lump 
was gone, Grismaijer says. 

“I had worn a bra since I was 11 
or 12 every day of my life, and at 
first I was extremely uncomfort- 
able psychologically she says, “I 
felt ‘I can’t go out in public like 
• this.’ But I changed the way I 
dressed, wore looser things, and 
you couldn’t tell"

Silicon sheets may 
help curb scarring

. .its texture and water-binding 
properties. 

■ 7 ; It is not dear how these sheets 
‘of silicone oil work. They may 
increase the amount of water in 
the scar, and continuous rehydra- 
tion of scars may soften the tis- 
sue, making it more elastic and 
pliable, and thus encouraging 
natural skin-cell production and 
the flattening process. 

But work they do, and rather 
successfully (although I use the 
word successfully with caution), 
Silicone sheets appear to be 
most effective for hypertrophic 
or keloidal scarring. As wonder- 
ful as this sounds, there are dis- 
advantages. Users purchase one 
relatively inexpensive sheet of 
silicone that is worn over and ’ 
over again. You need to keep the 
sheet dean, which requires some 
amount of care and maintenance 
time. You have to wear these 
sheets of silicone over the scar 
for prolonged periods of time, 
which means that you might not 
want to wear one on your face or 
other exposed parts of your body, 
at least not during the day. Also, 
the silicone sheet can stick to the 
skin (wearing camisoles or T- 
shirts can help), and skin reac- 
tions such as rashes or irritation 
can occur. 

Even more difficult and 
uncomfortable is that you have to 
wear the covering for long peri- 
ods — for hours at a time, over n

span of at least two Co nine 
months — in order to see a differ- 
ence. 

But patience pays off: the 
longer you wear it, the more like- 
ly it is that the scar will dissipate 
to some extent. Of course, these 
sheets work best over new scars 
but they also can make a differ- 
ence with old ones too. Even acne 
souring — thick raised scars, not 
pits — can be reduced if the scars 
have been around for less than 16 
years. 

As wonderful and hopeful as 
this all sounds, be aware that the 
word “reduce’' is a spedous term 
Do not give these a try if you are 
hoping for extraordinary results 
as the advertising implies. Dr. 
Loren Engrav, associate director 
and chief of plastic surgery for the 
University of Washington burn 
‘ unit at Harborview Medical 
Center, explains that the “silicone 
strips are standard treatment for 
helping dissipate scars, and 
though the results may be good, 
they are absolutely not a miracle." 

Some women buy the sheets to 
use over stretch marks, but there 
is no clinical evidence that this 
product will have any effect on 
them whatsoever, and the Silk 
Skin company will not guarantee 
their product for this use. These 
sheets use a flattening process, 
not a raising process, which would 
be required for stretch marks. 

If you have serious scarring, I 
encourage you to check out Silk 
Skin, (800) 588-7455 in the U.S., 
and (800) 361-0778 in Canada. It 
isn’t for everyone, but if you are 
willing to be persistent, it 
absolutely worth a try.

INDIANAPOLIS - If you want 
to come to terms with your weight 
and overeating, don’t diet. 

You read that right: Don’t diet 
Don’t count calorics and fat 
grams. Don’t avoid desserts. And 
don’t weigh yourself. 

That’s the word from a small but 
growing number of health profession- 
als who insist dieting doesn’t work — 

it can actually make you fatter. 

Advocates of a no-diet approach 
to wellness challenge conventional 
wisdom: They contend restrictive 
weight-loss programs can be physi- 
cally and emotionally harmfuL 
“We now know that dieting is 
one of the leading causes of weight 
gain,” says Karen Carrier, director 
of thfc Houston Center for 
Overcoming Overeating. 

Even though SO percent of 
women and 25 percent of men are 
on diets at any given time, 
Americans are fatter than ever, 
says Carrier, who led a nondiet 
seminar in Indianapolis last falL 
Research has shmm that at least 
90 percent of dieters regain the 
lost pounds, and sometimes more, 
within a few years.

ESTATE AUCTION 


QUESTION: Why do some decedents’ 
estates have auctions and others not? 


Dennis S. Voorhees 


The executor of an estate is called upon to make a series of 
crucial decisions. One of the executors most Important tasks is 
to raise money to pay estate obligations and see that property Is 
distributed to heirs in a reasonably satisfactory manner. 

Oftentimes heirs have the right to divide up estate property 
items but prefer cash instead. A large, well-advertised sale of 
estate assets can fetch higher prices than individual heirs could 
get in separate efforts. 

If the will of a deceased person directs that all or a portion of 
estate assets be auctioned, the executor simply carries out the 
instruction. In most cases, an estate auction happens only after 
consultation and concurrence with heirs. 

Idaho law provides the executor great flexibility in meeting 
estate needs and satisfying heirs' preferences. The estate auction 
is simply one of many tools in the executor's toolbox.

It's not just the extra cushion- 
ing that’s putting a spring in the 
step of folks in the athletic shoe 
industry — it’s also success. 

New technology, combined 
with new sports and more partici- 
pation by women have ignited 
the industry. Growth is also being 
fueled by fun features such as 
see-through soles that have 
turned sports shoes from clunky 
to cool. 

As a result, nearly 40 percent 
of the footwear industry in the 
United States is devoted to ath- 
letic shoes, says Gregg Hartley, 
marketing vice president for the 
Sporting Goods Manufacturers 
Association and executive direc- 
tor of the Athletic Footwear 
Association. 

"And probably 75 to 80 percent 
of athletic shoes are worn for 
casual as well as sports activi- 
ties,” he says. Thanks to casual- 
dress days in offices and an 
increasing blend of performance 
and dressy shoes, the growth 
appears likely to continue. 

Thirty years ago, today’s selec- 
tion was hard to imagine. 

"People don’t realize that in 
1968, if you went into a footwear 
or sporting goods store, you could 
buy three or four kinds of athletic 
shoes. Within that category, you 
had a choice of probably two col- 
ors, high top or low top,” says 
Hartley. 

“What we have now in the ath- 
letic footwear business is 12(kjdd 
athletic footwear companies 
offering an unbelievable range of 
products. Nike is in probably 25 
or 30 categories, with 25 or 30 
styles in 25 or 30 colors.” 

Now companies restyle shoes 
almost as soon as they’re on the 
shelf. 

“We used to have two seasons, 
but it's more like four now,” says 
Bob Licwald, senior vice presi- 
dent and general manager of Fila 
USA. “We have to re-create our- 
selves every 90 days with new 
product in each category — cross 
training, running, tennis. We' 
have to bring out new, new, 


Here’s what you can expea to 
sec this spring: 

• Colorful soles; Bottoms with 
multiple colors and translucent lay- 
ers make soles so snazzy you'll 
want to perfect your high kicks 
and join the Rockcttcs. 

• Intricate eyelets: Round metal 
grommets have been replaced by 
loops of nylon ribbon, leather or 
fancy D-rings. 

• Basic colors: Black and white 
predominate, but accent colors are 
popular in basketball and running 
shoes. Reebok will reintroduce its 
women’s aerobic shoe, the high-top 
Freestyle, in retro ’80s pastels. 

• Tongues and laces: It’s back to 
the old-fashioned system after con- 
sumers gave a lukewarm reception 
to neoprene sock liners, zippers, 
hook-and-loop strap closures and 
other complicated innovations. 

• Indefinite boundaries: Fancy 
designing pulls soles into the 
uppers, or blends the tongue color 
with the collar or heel counter, 
making shoes look more like wear- 
able, moving sculptures. 

• Extraordinarily ordinary: 
Skateboarders like simple chic, 
preferring old-fashioned canvas 
and rubber sneakers such as Vans 
or Converse. Retro reissues such as 
the Nike Cortez return — at nearly 
half the price. Gimmicks are gone 
unless they really work. 

• Sport spcdfic: By spring, Fila 
will introduce shoes for spinning 
classes, which offer aon stationary 
bicycles. Reebok and Nike make 
trail running shoes, and other com- 
panies are studying the shoe poten- 
tial in skateboarding and street 
luge. 

• Superstar endorsements: 
Michael Jordan’s Air Jordan is still 
king, but the Grant Hill basketball 
shoe helped put Fila back on the 
map. Expect companies to become 
more selective about endorse- 
ments, though. 

• Integrated design approaches: 
Adidas has embraced a design con- 
cept based on the foot, not on high- 
tech or sports marketing pitches. 


The Feet You Wear concept pro- 
vides protection but allows the foot 
its natural movement. And 
Rcebok's DMX Series 2000 technol- 
ogy uses a system of components to 
provide cushioning and stability 
throughout the foot's stride. 

• “Brown” shoes: White shoes 
stay indoors while brown go out.

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Researchers studying effects of laughter on body systems 


Ten years ago, comedian Terry 
Sand was diagnosed with lupus, a 
chronic autoimmune disease that 
causes an inflammatory reaction 
affecting many systems of the body. 

It was not funny. 

But Sand, who was wanning up 
audiences for a San Francisco 
|elevision talk show in the mom- 
.... ing and performing in comedy - 
dubs at night, kept dragging her- 
self out of bed and off to gigs. She 
kept a calendar noting the severi- 
ty of her symptoms. And she 
began to see an interesting pat- 
tern. 

“I noticed on the days after my 
- gi gsrthenrwertrj ust less entries,” 
says Sand, whose lupus symptoms 
subsided to a great degree in 1991. 
“So I thought, ’Whoa!’” 

Suspecting it was laughter that 
made her feel better, Sand got a 
copy of “Anatomy of an Illness,” 
the best-selling 1979 book in which 
Norman Cousins described over- 
coming a serious connective tissue 
disease with an unusual regimen 
including large doses of both vita- 
min C and “Candid Camera.” 

Sand was convinced, And now, 
retired from stand-up and a happi- 


ly married mother of a three-year- 
old, she teaches “humor and heal- 
ing” workshops. 

“When you laugh I think you’re 
letting the dark side come out,” 
says Sand, whose credentials 
remain those of a comedian, not a 
counselor. “It takes pain and it’s 
like a release of it. There's a 
truce.” 

Exactly why laughing makes us 
feel so good is a complicated ques- 
tion. But researchers have found sig- 
nificant changes in the levels of 
stress hormones and in immune sys- 
tem function when people laugh. 
And that is leading some to suggest 
prescribing laughter for better 

health. ... • 

“We have exerdse prescriptions; 
we have medicine prescriptions — 
this is a humor prescription” says 
Lee Berk, assistant research pro- 
fessor of pathology and laboratory 
medicine at Loma Linda 
University Schools of Medicine 
and Public Health. With his part- 
ner, Dr. Stanley Tan, Berk has 
been studying the physiological 
effects of “mirthful laughter" since 
Cousins first helped fund their 
research in 1983. 

Berk and Tan have found that 
while “negative stress” increases 


the secretion of stress hormones, 
“positive stress” — such as laugh- 
ter — produces changes in the lev- 
els of those hormones. In addition, 
the pair’s research has found that 
laughter increases the activity of 
natural killer cells that fight and 
prevent disease. 

More recently, Berk and Tan 
have looked at the effects of

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1st female cadets take top 
honors at military academy

BAGUIO, Philippines (AP) — 
Inspired by the women of the 
U.S. Military Academy, Leah 
Lorenzo stuck it out — even after 
she fainted during training. 

Her endurance paid off. Lorenzo 
Rfaduated Sunday from the 
Philippine Military Academy, pan 
of the academy’s first class in its 92- 
year liistory to include women. 

By most accounts, the Philip- 
pines’ experiment with women 
cadets was a success: Of seven 
women in a class of 136 cadets, 
dime graduated in die Top 10. 

“Philippine women have 
shown they are just as good as 
the men," President Fidel Ramos 
said at the ceremonies. 

Women won the right to enter 
the academy under a 1992 law that 
says women should be full partners 
of men in nauon building and dev- 
elopment. As a result, the PMA be- 
came one of the few military acad- 
emies in Asia to accept ivomcn. 

Initially, the women say, they 
experienced strong resistance from

While military colleges in the 
United States have faced cases of 
women cadets being hazed, none 
of the Filipino women who gradu- 
ated Sunday said they were sexu- 
ally harassed or trained different- 
ly from men cadets. 


“If you call being forced to do 
exercises and being yelled at 
‘hazing.’ then yes, we were hazed. 
But it’s the responsibility of the 
upperclassmen to train us,” cadet 
Arlene Orejana said. 

Lined up on a training ground 
for an interview, the seven women 
alternated military posture-perfect 
“Yes, sirs” widi giggles, pinching 
each other’s noses in friendship. 

The women say they were 
inspired during their four years by 
accounts of the first women who 
entered West Point 20 years ag o 
They also have followed the 
struggles of women at The 
Citadel, where two out of four 
female cadets enrolled there left 
after hazing that included having 
their clothes set on fire. 

“They really have a hard time 
because there arc so few women,” 
cadet Victoria Blancaflor said of 
the women at the private. South 
Carolina school, which starred 
accepting female students in June 
after a U.S. Supreme Court ruling. 


Descendants resettling barren land

HONOLULU (AP) — It's a sim- 
ple stone house without running 
water or electricity on a generous 
slice of land that runs from the 
dormant volcano Halcakala to 
the sea on the island of Maui. 

But for Donna Simpson and her 
9-year-old daughter, Kawchi, this 
is their dream home. Here they 
can hunt and farm and gather 
just as their Hawaiian ancestors 
did centuries ago. 

By the end of the year, 125 fami- 
lies will have resettled 23,000 acres 
of barren land known as Kahikinui, 
set aside by Congress in 1921 for 
native Hawaiians but never devel- 
oped or distributed. 

“My ancestors are from 
Kahikinui. That’s why we want to 
go back home," said Ms. 
Simpson, a single parent. 

The families will live primitively 
under the old Hawaiian-style land 
concept, known as ahupuaa, in 
which the land, which runs from 


the forest to the ocean, provides 
people with game, building materi- 
als, water and garden plots. 

Kahikinui is part of 200,000 
acres Congress reserved under the 
Hawaiian Home Lands Act A wait- 
ing list was started with the names 
of all people who had at least SO 
percent native Hawaiian blood. 
Many people died while waiting 
decades for the state to put in 
roads, running water and other 
improvements, as required by law. 
The list today lias 16,000 names. 

Now, for the first time, the 
state is letting a native Hawaiian 
group develop land by them- 
selves, said-Aric Arakaki of the 
state Department of Hawaiian 
Home Lands, which administers 
the 200,000 acres. 

A chronic shortage of money 
has slowed state plans to develop 
the land, most of which is in the 
poorest, most remote areas 
where the costs of preparing land 


for homesteading is highest, 
Arakaki said. 

But some Hawaiians say they 
will be satisfied with living on 
bare land. 

“Hawaiians just want to be care- 
takers of the land again," said Mo 
Moler, spokesman for the native 
group Ka Ohana O Kahikinui, 
some 30 people who have volun- 
teered to get the land ready. The 
name means "The Family of Big 
Tahiti.” Kahikinui is thought to be 
the place where the original Po- 
lynesians came ashore in Hawaii. 

A year-long survey has uncov- 
ered thousands of dues that a large 
population of Hawaiians once lived 
on the area. Among items found 
were religious shrines, house and 
burial sites, fish bones and stone 
took, Arakaki said. 

Under the program, die state is 
jetting native Hawaiian families 
lease undeveloped areas for SI 
per acre annually for 99 years. 


SANTA ANA, Calif. (AP) — 
Psychological tests in the O.J. 
Simpson custody case show he 
can be impulsive but displays 
more self-restraint when it comes 
to his children. 

The 16-page, court-ordered 
report obtained by The Orange 
County Register served as the 
cornerstone in Superior Court 
Judge Nancy Wicben Stock’s 
decision to return Simpson’s 
minor diildrcn to him. 

Sydney, 11, and Justin 
Simpson, 8, would suffer a signifi- 
cant emotional loss if they 
remained with their maternal 
grandparents, Louis and Juditha 
Brown; and after losing their 
mother, the children were in dan- 
ger of losing intimacy with their 
father, court-appointed psycholo- 
gist Jeffrey M. Lulow wrote. 

The report offers the greatest 
detail yet on the dosed guardian- 
ship case that has led to a recall 


drive against the judge. The report 
may shed new light on die caustic 
tug-of-war for the two children as it 
moves toward the appellate court. 

Simpson was acquitted of 
killing his ex-wife Nicole Brown 
Simpson and her friend Ronald 
Goldman in a 1994 knife attack, 
but a civil jury last month found 
him responsible for their deaths. 

Ms. Simpson’s parents recently 
filed a notice to appeal Stock’s 
Dec. 20 decision. 

Simpson was able to "stand 
back from a conflict when in die 
parental role and to give himself 
time to calm down before taking 
action," the report said. 

Lulow said Simpson was poten- . 
dally impulsive, but his capacity 
for empathy was higher than that 
of either Louis or Juditha Brown. 
Lulow also wrote that Simpson’s 
bond with his children was 
stronger than that of the Browns.

Lulow wrote in the report, the 
Register reported Sunday. 

Simpson scored “quite liigh” on 
tests to measure his parental 
involvement and his satisfaction 
from parenting. Lou Brown, on the 
other hand, was described by 
Lulow as more emotionally distant. 

Neither the Browns nor 
Simpson had appropriately guid- 
ed the children in facing their 
mother’s death. Lulow wrote that 
the ongoing litigation and other 
factors made it “almost impossi- 
ble for the father to devote full 
attention to his children, or for 
the grandparents to come to grips 
with the full implications of their 
loss.” 

Lulow considered allegations of 
spousal abuse, but discounted Ms. 
Simpson’s diaries and the tape of 
her emotional 911 call, saying he 
couldn't tell from the recording 
how afraid she was of her ex-hus- 
band during that incident.
